the way that could not be removed quickly. 


Will Ask Council to Act. 


There being, however, apparently nothing 
to prevent the immediate improvement of the 
avenue south of Medison street, it has been 
decided to ask the city council to pass an 
ordinance at its next meeting, Sept. 27, turn- 
ing the street over to the South park com- 
mission immediately, 

One reason for the haste is that the work of 
widening the street south of Jackson boule- 
vard is already well advanced and the South 
park commissioners are anxious to con- 
tinue right on through to Madison street 
while the other work is in progress. The 
park commissioners have considered the 
proposition already, and in fact six weeks 
ago a resolution was passed by them for the 
widening of Michigan avenue as far north 
as Randolph by adding thirty-five feet on 
the east side, the same as they have done 
south of Jackson boulevard.

state organization and otbers second in im- 


| portance only to an official state convention. 


It is remembered that the famous state 
eonference which Buck Hinrichsen en- 


| gineered in 1808 had a most important effect 
upon the national campaign of 1896. It was 


there that the free silver movement received 
its first decided and practical impetus, and 
it is generally admitted by the political stu- 
denta that the events in the Chicagc conven- 
tion, culminating in the nomination of Bryan 
for the first time, can be traced directly to 
the conference of 1806. 


To Discuss National Issues, | 

It is presumed that a confab of the Un- 
nois Democrats called in the near future 
would deal largely with the tariff issue and 
with the corporation and income tax features 
of the Republican tariff program, following 
a strain which would be in tune with the res- 
olutions adopted last week at the Saratoga 
conference, over which Alton B. Parker and 
Edward M. Shepard presided. 

National Chairman Roger C. Sullivan, 
while on his way home from Europe in com- 
pany with John F. Hopkins, stopped over in 
New Tork long enough to discuss political 
conditions with the New York leaders and 
other eastern Democrats. He arrived in Chi- 
cago on the day the New York leaders 
were at Saratoga. He said at that time that 
he knew of no movement in Illinois, similar 
to the New York affair. 

State Chairman Charles Boeschenstein also 
was in New York at the time. He was in 
Chicago yesterday, but he had nothing to 
say which would indicate that the organiza- 
tion chieftans are ready to announce at this 
time plans for an Illinois conference. 


Hope to Harmonize Factions. 

From authoritative sources, however, it is 
understood that such plans are in contempla- 
tion and that when the program assumes 
shape, the way will be opened up for a get- 
ting together of interests which have been 
antagonistic in state Democratic politics for 
ten years or more. 

It is declared that all hands are tired of 
the warfare, which was intensely bitter at 
the time of the St. Louis nationa! convention, 
at which William J. Bryan handed out this 
celebrated train robber speech, directed 
at the Sullivan-Hopkins faction of the party. 

Harmony was no nearer in the succeeding 
campaigns and no love was lost between the 
Sullivan organization people and the rem- 
nants of the Dunlap-Thompson-Bryan forces 
at the Denver convention last year. 

The proposition is that the Democrats have 
hopes of defeating a bunch of the INinois 
Republican congressmen next fall and that 
harmony is a most desirable quantity in 
Cook county and Chicago, with Democrats a 
minus quantity in nearly every public office 
in the county and city, and with a mayoraity 
election in the near future. : 

From much quiet talk which has been in 
circulation since the return of National Com- 
mitteeman Sullivan, it is believed something 
substantial in the way of a healthy com- 
promise is about to be suggested, and that 
a conference at which all elements will have 
a say is likely to be the thrashing floor for 
tramping out the ancient differences,

YERKES OBSERVATORY HEAD 
TRYING TO LOCATE COMET. 


Prof. Frost, with Powerful Glass, Is 
Watching for Halley’s Phenome- 
non, 350,000,000 Miles Away, 


Efforts were made to catch a glimpse of 
Halley’s comet, a faint luminous mass far 
beyond the power of the naked eye to dis- 
eern, with the great telescope at. Yerkes’ 
observatory, Williams’ Bay, Wis., early 
this morning. * | 

The observations were made by Prof. E. 
Frost at about 2:80 o’clock.. He took the 
spectrograph from the big telescope and 
tried to fix the position of the comet with 
.egard to the nearest known fixed star and 
to take measurements. 

At the same time Prof. D. W. Morehouse, 
of Drake/university, took photographs with 
the two inch reflector telescope in one of the 
smaller domes. 

But it is hardly worth while to strain 
your eyes looking for Halley's comet. It is 
about 850,000,000 miles from the earth, or 
three times farther away than the sun. Its 
first faint outline will not be visible to the 
naked eye until ea in November and it will 
not appear plainly until next April. But if 
you are anxious to get a first peep at the 
comet, you had better select a morning in 
late November, rise at three o'clock, for the 
early morning is the best time to observe 
the phenomenon. You should see it then 
or latter if you ever hope to observe it, for 
the comet appears only once in seventy-four 
years. No effort will be made at the obser- 
vatory at Northwestern university in Evan- 
ston, at least for a few days, to view Halley's 
comet.. 

Prof. Fox said yesterday that as soon as 
the observatory is in shape and the large 
telescopes arranged he would begin making 
observations.

One Thousand Books to Be So Placed |

A “shelf library’ of popular books and

SEHS INDIANS AS LOSERS. 


Senator Thinks Forester Pinchot 
Should Have Held Power. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—A 
complaint from Senator La Follette of Wis- 
consin concerning the administration of tim- 
ber resources on the Indian reservations in 
his state is reported to have reached the in- 
terior department through the hands of 
President Taft. 

A vast aggregation of wealth in land and 
timber is owned by the Indian tribes in Wis- 
consin. For many years the powerful lum- 
bering interests in that state have been 
hungrlly.eyeing these timber . expanses. 
Early in the summer the administration of 
the timber lands in the Indian reserves was 
taken away from the bureau of forestry and 
returned to the bureau of Indian affairs, 
where the law intended it should be, and 
which as a matter of fact paid the employés in 
vo timbered portions of the Indéan reserva- 

ons, 

Senator La Follette apparently considers 
the relief of Forester Pinchot as administra- 
tor of the Indian reserve timber a poor 
move, and, accordingly, it is reported that a 
short time ago he sent a letter to President 
Taft, setting forth specific instances of 
where the Indian bureau as a timber admin- 
istrator was something of a failure. 


Matter Veiled in Secrecy. 

This letter, it is admitted, has been received 
by the d4nterior department, and an answer 
thereto has been sent to President Taft. 

The general veil of secrecy which has fallen 
over the interior department since the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot-Glavis tangle appears to have 
covered all the other doings of that depart- 
mént as well, and it is impossible to obtain 
any of the detaile of Senator La Follette’s 
complaint or the answer thereto from that 
source. 

It is reported, however, that Assistant 
Secretary Pierce has made vigorous denial 
of the asgertion that the Indian bureau has 
abandoned the policy of protecting inter- 
ests of the Indiane or of conserving their 
forests. On the contrary, it is said he under - 
takes to show in detall that the interior de- 
partment has provided a more efficient sys- 
tem of protection and conservation than the 
forest officials ever had worked out and at 
less expense, 


Ballinger Sought to Rule. 

The removal of the Indian forests from 
the jurisuiction of Forester Pinchot was 
among the first series of administrative jolts 
which tell to the lot of that official at the 
hands of Secretary Ballinger. Finding that 
the Indian bureau received an allotment for 
the care of forests on the Indian reserves, 
the marketing of lumber and the prevention 
of forest fires there, Secretary Ballinger 
thought it no more than proper that the in- 
terior department should give direct atten- 


stead of leaving that duty to Forester Fin- 
chot. + ' 

There is a report that Mr. Pierce's letter 
in reply to Senator La Follette’s complaint 
contains a few statements about extrava- 
gance and impractical uses of the money of 
Indians which are likely to stir the forestry 
bureau to a spicy rejoinder,

Him in Efforts. 


STORM MAY BE HANDICAP 


Vessel Must Be Made More Safe 
Before Battle Harbor Is 
4 Left Behind. 


SYDNEY, N. S., Sept. 13.—Commander 
Peary and all of his men are anxious to get 
back to civilization, according to latest news 
from Battle Harbor, but probably will not 
be able to reach Sydney before Sept. 26. 
One cause of Peary’s anxiety is the fear 
that Dr. Cook will reach New York first, 
although he adds that the Brooklyn explor- 
ers attempts to induce scientists to believe 
his story will be futile. 

One cause of the long delay of the Roose- 
velt at Battle Harbor is the danger of en- 
countering storms so prevalent in this season 


oon the treacherous Labrador coast. Every 


precaution will be taken to put the Roose- 
velt in as seaworthy a condition as possibie. 
Under the best of circumstances the steamer 
is bound to make a slow run to Sydney, prob- 
ably not more than five knots an hour. 

The Roosevelt on arrival here will pick 
up Mrs. Peary and immediately proceed to 
New York, and if it is possible it will take 
part in the naval parade at the Hudson-Ful- 
ton celebration. 


Seek to Hasten Arrival. 

The government steamer Tyrian with 
newspaper correspondents left North Sydney 
tonight to meet Commander Peary and the 
arctic ship Roosevelt, somewhere off the west 
coast of Newfoundland. Efforts will be 
made to get Commander Peary to board the 
Tyrian, which is a much faster ship than 

the Roosevelt, and come to Sydney. . 

Should Commander Peary decide to remain 
on the Roosevelt the newspaper men will in- 
terview the explorer and members of his 
party, where they will land severa! hours in 
advance of Commander Peary. Mr. Bridg- 
man did not accompany the party. 

Mrs. Peary lunched this evening with 
President Ross of the Dominion Coal com- 
pany. She did not appear so restless as dur- 
ing the first few hours of her.sojourn here.

Return Trip Is Uneventful.

None at all. We were fortunate enough 
to pick up the trail of the returning support- 
ing parties, followed it all the way, and had 
a quick, uneventful journey back io our base 
at Cape Columbia.“ : 

By the supporting parties sent back té the 
ship little bardship was encountered. This 
was due to the fact that Peary had ‘been 
making a study of the polar region all of 
his life and had the party fully equipped and 
ready for all emergencies. The expedition 
had been, by previous planning for the safety 
of the whole and success in attaining the 
main object, split up into several parties, 
which were sent back from point to point. 
These pioneer and supporting parties were 
commanded by Bartlett; Marvin, MacMillan, 
and Henson, while Peary himself led the 
main expedition which, combined with Hen- 
son's made the final dash. 

Cape Columbia was reached on the return 
journey on April 23, and four days later they 
reached the ship. They left the winter quar- 
ters on July 18, passing Cape Sherman on 
Aug. 8. The relief ship Jeanie, from St. 
Johne, N. F., with coal supplies, was met 
north of Saunders island. 


CREW TELL OF POLAR MARCH. 


BATTLE HARBOR, Labrador, Sept. 13.— 
The following details of Commander Peary's 
journey to the north pole have been gleaned 
from members of the expedition on board the 
steamer Roosevelt: 

The; only men to reach the pole were Com- 
mander Peary and one Eskimo, Eging Wah 
by name. The other white members of the 
various parties that left Cape Columbia were 
sent back one by one as Peary drew nearer 
daily to his objective. Matthew Henson and 
three Eskimos, the only other members of 
the reduced party that made the fina) dash, 
were left one march south of the pole. 

Capt. Robert A. Bartlett and George Borup 
started Feb. 27 from Cape Columbia with a 
number of Dekimos and dogs on the march 
across the ice, heading north. March 11 
Commander Peary left Cape Columbia with 
his party. cons!sting of seven white men, 
seventeen Eskimos, and 136 dogs. On March 
4 Pearcy came up wiih Bartlett, who had 
pitched his camp at the side of a lead of 
water which it was impossible to cross. The 
combined parties had to wait until March 11, 
seven days, before further progress was pos- 
sible. The sun was seen. for the first time 
March 5, and an observation showed that the 
explorers were a short way from the &th 
parallel. — 


McMillan Is Sent Back. 


The supply of alcohol was running short. 
and Borup returned to Cape Coidmbia for a 
fresh stock. March 14 Borup overtook Peary 
again and brought a supply of oil and alco- 
hol. The division under Prof. Ross G. Mar- 
vin joined Peary the same day. At this point 
Prof. Ronald B. McMillax was sent back, his 
feet having been badly frozen. Borup re- 
turned to land from 85.23 with two Eskimos. 

The party now consisted of twelve men, 
ten sledges, and eighty-five dogs. Bartlett 
was still beating out the trail two days ahead 
of Peary. Marvin took observations at 85.48 
and then started on his return march. On 
the next march Bartlett made a record trip, 
covering twenty miles. This brought him 
to 85.38. | | 

The party now consisted of Peary, Bartlett, 
Matthew Henson, the colored man who has 
been Peary’s personal assistant on so many 
of his expeditions; the Eskimos, seven 
sledges, and sixty dogs.

YEARY’S FEAT NO SETBACK. 


Study of Geological Formation One 
Aim of Project. | 


KIEL, Sept. 13 Prince Henry of Prussia 
announced today that Emperor William had 
become protector of the enterprise named the 
German Arctic Airship expedition; which 
purposes to conduct scientific research in the 
unknown polar seas by means of a dirigibie 
airship. This project was initiated before 
Dr. Cook and Commander Peary reported 
having discovered the pole. The enterprise 
has ample financial resources and it pro- 
poses to develop airship building for scientific 
purposes. 

This announcement was made at a meet- 
ing held at Prince Henry’s country place 
at Hemmeima@rk of persons interested in 
polar research. Prince Henry acted as chair- 
man. Among those present were Count Zep- 
pelin, Prof. Hergesell, Privy Councilor Le- 
wald of the ministry of the interior, and 
Herr von Friedelander-Fuld. 

It is not considered that the discovery of 
the north pole in any way interferes with 


start next season. The purpose is to reach 
the pole by airship and study the geologi- 
cal formation, etc., in the immediate vicin- 
ity. 


CLAIM OF POLE FOR U. S. VALID? 


Paris Paper Says America Cannot Have 
Sovereignty Unless District Is 
Occupied by Its People. 


PARIS, Sept. 13.—The Temps today, dis- 
cussing the sovereignty of the north pole, 
expresses the opinion that the relative per- 
manence of the ice there might properly 
raise the question whether this territory 
comes under the ordinary international] rules 
applying to land and the high seas. 

The paper insists, however, that exploring 
expeditions such as Cook’s and Peary's can- 
not give title, and to this end it quoted Calvo 
to the effect that the acquiring of sovereignty 
is invoived with effective occupation—name- 
ly: accompanied or followed by the com- 
mencement of administrative organization 
or commercial and industrial exploitation. 

A majority of the authorities agree, the 
paper says, that the simple planting of the 
flag ig not sufficient. It points out that this 
Goctrine was affirmed by the international 
conference at Berlin in 1884, and that it was 
applied by the pope when he acted as media- 
tor between Germany and Spain in 1885 in 
the dispute regarding the Caroline lands 
The pontiff held that Spain was obliged to 
occupy the islands effectively. More recent. 
ly the entire question between Turkey: and 
ec regarding Massouah hinged upon this 
point.

Semi-Official Report of Chiper- 
field Investigation. 


EYES ON LINCOLN PARK. 


Farther Inquiry to Be Made of North 
Shore Filling. 


North shore lands of an aggregate estl- 
mated value of $250,000 will be claimed by the 
Chiperfield submerged lands investigating 
committee as the property of the state of 
Illinois, .Quasi-official announcement of this 
state of mind of the Chiperfleld committee 
was made public yesterday. 

It is the report from within the committee 
membership that the meander lines as con- 
structed on the new maps by Engineer Heil- 
bron of the committee disclose that most of 
the lake front along Edgewater and in the 
neighborhood of the Saddle and Cycle erub 
is submerged land to which the state of Illi- 
nois has the only legal title. 


Will Ask State to Bring Action. 

There has been no formal téstimony pre- 
sented to the committee on this point, and 
the informal statement of the engineers and 
the outspoken belief of some of the investi- 
gators is the basis for the asseMion that the 
legislature will be asked by the Chipertieia 
committee to proceed in a legal attempt to 
establish the state’s claim to the quarter of 
a million doNars’ worth of north shore dirt. 

The filled in lands of the Corbett & Connery 
company adjacent to the Lincoln park exten 
sion now being filled in under the plans of 
the Lincoln park'commissioners are said by 
the legislative committee to be worthy of a 
critical and thorough investigation. When 
the committee reassembles in Chicago some 
time next week it is the purpose of Chairman 
Chiperfield and his associated legislators to 
make an automobile trip to the Corbett & 
Connery locality, and after a personal inves- 
tigation of what appears to be doing there to 
summon the Lincoln park commissioners 
and the officials of the company to explain 
the why and the wherefore. 


Down the Mississippi Soon. 

Later in the month a committee will travel 
down the Mississippi river from the Wiscon- 
sin line to Cairo, viewigs the Ililinois shore 
of the big river. It is expected that the ex- 
pedition will reveal state lands of immense 
value held unlawfully by private interests, 
especially at Rock Island, Quincy, and East 
St. Louis. 


UPSETS FRIDAY HANGING RULE. 


Nebraska Judge Reverses Old Custom 
in Fixing Monday as Date 
for Execution. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Judge 
Sutton of the Douglas county district court 
has departed from the old custom of fixing 
upon Friday as a date for executions. In 
sentencing John Masourides, murderer of a 
South Omaha police officer, to be hanged he 
set the date for Monday. 

By reason of this action the Omaha Minis- 
terial union today adopted resolutions com- 
mending the judge. Speaking of tixing the 
date for the execution on Monday instead or 
Friday, Judge Sutton said: 

“The execution of murderers on Friday 
always has been abhorrent to me. It is a 
custom dating back into antiquity and noth- 
ing less than a mockery of the crucifixion of 
Christ. Alkhough this may be sentiment, it 
seems to me, with five other days in the week 
on which to vindicate law and justice, there 
is no necessity of confining an execution to 
the day upon which the Savior gave up his 
Ute.“ 

Never before, go far as is known, has . 
man been sentenced in Nebraska to be 
hanged on any other day than Friday.

visions which were stored there. 


Thought Removal Was Strange. 

Whitten admitted, however, that he did not 
know if this removal was by arrangement 
between Rudolphe Francke, who was left in 
charge of the provisions, and Peary or 
Peary's representatives, but he thought that 
in any event it was a strange thing to do, in 
view of the fact that Cook was then away on 
the ice floes and might return and find his 
provisions gone. 

The boatswain also made the btatement 
that both Cook’s and Francke’s collections of 
ivory and skins, some of them extremely 
valuable, Hkewise were taken. He said that 
the trouble with Peary’s previous expeditions 
had been the Ick of supplies. Instead of 
remaining away for three years, Commander 
Peary was compelled to return after about 
fifteen months, the real reason, Whitten de- 
clared, being that he did not have enough 
supplies to remain longer. 


French Scientist Doubts Both. 

New York, Sept. 18.—The opinion of a noted 
French scientist cabled from Paris today gave 
warning that the north pole controversialists 
may obstruct their ow ends. It was the first 
definite expression of belief that both Com- 
mander Peary and Dr. Cook might be wrong 
in believing they had attained the top of 
the earth. A third side like this generally 
forms when controversies of this nature have. 
reached a certain stage, and the opinion of 
Raymond Lestonnat, member of the French 
superior council of navigation, only 8 
a doubt which has added great interest to 
the controversy.

than the one the explorer received when he 
landed in Copenhagen. 

Cook's supporters showed some of their 
cards today when they gave out the import 
of the so-called mysterious letters between 
Rudolph Franck, Cook's employé, and Mrs.

IRISH SOLDIER OF FORTUNE 
~ CLOSES LIFE OF ACTIVITY. 


Thomas Phelan Joined Fenian Raid 
Into Canada, Exposed Plot to Blow 
Up Ship, and Fought Much. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 18.— [Special. 
The death of Capt. Thomas Phelan of Kan- 
sas City, Irish-American patriot and soldier 
of fortune, which occurred today in Bremer- 
ton, Wash ended a life full of romance and 
a checkered career in war and politics. Phe- 
lan was 76 years old, and leaves a widow and 
four children. 

In the late sixties he gained fame by en- 
gaging in a Fenian raid into Canada. While 
visiting his home country, Phelan learned 
the Clan-na-Gael was planning to blow up 
an English ship named the Queen, and noti- | 
fied the English ship authorities. In some 
manner his part became public, and O’Dono- 
van Rossa, editor of the Irishman of New 
York, attacked his loyalty. Phelan was 
| called to New York to explain matters rela- 
tive to his informing the British of the in- 
tended blowing up of the Queen. He went 
‘to New York and entered Rossa’s office. 
While there Phelan was stabbed thirteen 
times and received a broken arm. 

For many years Capt. Phelan traveled over 


and fencing. Phelan, while the Dreyfuss 
affair in France was at its height, challenged 
Count Esterhazy, accuser of Dreyfuss toa 
duel with swords to be fought anywhere in 
the world.

In Open Letter Thomas Jones Declares 
Governor of Alabama Is Breeding 
Anarchy on Stump,

In an open letter Federal Judge Thomas 
Jones bitterly denounces Gov; Comer for the 
latter's criticisms of the rulings made by 
Jones in the litigation between the state and 
the railroads over the rate laws.

Shoe Concern Leases Build- 
‘ings Adjoining Present: 
Large Quarters. 


OLD CHURCH TO BE HALL. | 
Former Trinity Methodist Prop- 
erty Sold to an Entertain- 
ment Company. 


Selz, Schwab & Co, have added to their 
already large holding at the northwest cor- 
ner of Market and Monroe streets, which 
they occupy as the headquarters of their 
manufacturing and wholesale shoe business, 
by the lease from Robert H. Law and Mrs. 
Elizabeth A. Ware of the land adjoining on 
the north, at 126-134 Market street, for a 
term of 199 years. For the buildings on the 
premises the firm paid $25,000 and is to pay 
an annual ground rent of $20,000, which is 
4 per cent on $500,000. The deal was nego- 
tiated by Albert L. Strauss, while Mayer, 
Meyer, Austrian & Plant took care of the 
legal details in behalf of the lessees and 
Adler, Lederer & Schoenbrun for the lessees. 

The property acquired has a frontage on 
Market street of 100 feet and extends back 
to the Chicago river, a distance of 278 feet, 
on which it also has a frontage of 100 feet. 
The Market street frontage is improved with 
a six story building extending back 150 feet. 
Then comes a court 30 feet wide, in the rear 
ef which is a four story building. These 
two buildings were valued by the board of 
review at $80,000 and the land at $318,085. 


Great Wholesale Establishment. 

The acquirement of this land gives the 
firm a plot of land with a frontage pf 200 
feet on Market street, 100 feet of Which 
has 2 depth of 141 feet and the remainder 273 
feet. The present building of the firm at 
the corner is eight stories and basement, and 
the newly acquired buildings will give the 
‘firm about 280,000 square feet of floor space, 
being, it is said, the largest thus occupied 
by any shoe house in the country. 

The acquirement of this additional space is 

made necessary by the rapid growth in.the 
The transaction is signifi- 
cant, ‘not only as “indicating the rapid ad- 
vance of the wholesale. and manufacturmg 
interests of the city; but also the marked 
improvement in general business conditions. 

The present firm had its beginning in 1871 
in a small room located on Randolph street at 
the rear of what is now. the Trude building. 
Ot the original partners only two now sur- 
vive, Morris Selz, still head of the business 
and active in its affairs, and John W. Bunn 
n ‘Springfield, Ill. Today the firm operates 
nine large shoe factories and with its new 
purchase estimates it can take care of a year- 
ly business of $12,000,000, exclusive of the 
Pittsburg house. 

‘The building at Monroe and Market streets 
Was purchased ten years ago, ana at that 
time it was thought sufficient to take care 
of any probable increase in the firm’s busi- 
n 8. In eight years it was found;too small. 
however. Another story, which was added 
soon became inadequate, so that the pres- 
ent purchase was decided upon. 

The buildings just acquired will remain un- 
changed for some time, except necessary re- 
modeling, but it is planned ultimately to 
erecta steel building probably sixteen stories, 
to cost probably $1,500,000, to accommodate 
the selling and some of the manufacturing 
operations of the firm. 


~ Buys a Leasehold Interest.

INSPECTORS UNDER FIRE. 


Ald. Jones’ Plan ‘for a Small 
Park Along South Shore 
Meets with Favor. 


The penalty to be imposed on the Barber 
Asphalt Paving-company for laying defec- 
tive concrete work as @ foundation for an 
asphalt pavement in North Kedzie avenue 
between North avenue and Palmer square 
will cost them from $2,500 to $12,000. 

The board of local improvements, with its 
engineers and an escort of the aldermen and 
citizens of the Twenty-teventh and Twenty- 
eighth wards, who had the work stopped ten 
days ago, made their final inspection of the 
job yesterday, 

The board at a mesting this morning will 
determine whether all the concreteshall be 
torn up and replaced or the contractors al- 
lowed to escape py repairing the defective 
Spots. 

There are 16,060 yards of the concrete, 
which cost the contractors 70 cents a yara. 
President Keeney of the local board esti- 
mated that at least 20 per cent of it was not 
properly mixed. To replace that amount 
would cost at least $2,500, while if all the 
work must be done again the relaying will 
cost $11,662, and in addition there will be the 
expense.of tearing out the _— founda- 
tion. 1 


May Dismiss d en 

At the same meeting the board will consider 
what shall de done with C. J. Belinski and 
M. J. O’Brien, the two temporary imspectors 
who permitted the work to be completed un- 
satisfactorily. It is probable they will be 
dismissed from the service, as the board 
has been told that they w were negligent of 
their duties. 

They are two of thirty-five sixty day ap- 


polntees on the inspection list of the board, 


and to remedy this weakness the civil serv- 
ice commission has advertised an ,examina- 
tion for inspectors to be held Sept. 27, so 
that by Oct. 1 the board will have full 
quota of competent, inspectors. 


‘i? Three members ot the heard—President 


Keeney, Vice President Minwegen, and 
Frank T. Fowler—went over every block of 
the three-quarters of a mile stretch on Ked- 
le avenue. 

They were accompanied by John B. Hit- 
tell, chief engineer of streets, several assist- 
ant engineers, representatives of the con- 
tractors, and of the company which fur- 
nished the cement. 


Work One-Fifth Defective. 

“We dug into every place that seemed 
oft,“ said Mr. Keeney, and I should judge 
that about 20 per cent of the work is defec- 
tive. We told the aldermen and their con- 
stituents that we would tear up every bit of it 
that they wanted torn up; and the chief 
question is whether it would not be just as 
difficult to repair the faults as it would to do 
the whole job over again.“ 

The process of forfeiting the $2,500 "* good 
faith” check deposited by Alex. N. Todd 
with his bid for the asphalt paving repair 
gontract which he has rejected is under way 
and the check probably will be presented to 
the Fort Dearborn National bank this morn- 
ing for ſcollection. 

It is the contractor's personal cértified 
check and some effort to stop payment is an- 
ticipated. The Foulkes- Forbes company, the 
next bidder on the list. has asked for more 
time to consider the contract. 


Favör Ald. Jones’ Park Pian. 

The plan of Ald. John H. Jones for a cr ag 
park on the lake short, between Seventy 
and Seventy-ninth streets, was +f ved 
with hearty approval when he presented: it 
at a meeting of the special parks commission. 
He assured the commission that the strip of 
land—6,500 feet long and averaging a block 
in width—could be purchased for “ much less 
than $1,000,000,” and the committee on parks 
was directed to investigate the matter thor- 
oughly.

Just as if they were fighting for the flag, 
Sox and Naps yesterday struggled for the

They won because Ed Walsh pitched every 
bit as effectively as had Frank Smith the day 
before, and because Larry Lajoie appeared in 
the role of a butter-in. Cleveland had no 
business scoring on Walsh; therefore it de- 
cided not to score. Addie Joss worked well 
enough to win, but big Larry’s fatal mistake 
gave the Sox their opening and they took 
advantage of it. Addie had the defeat com- 
ing to him, for he was not nearly as good 
as large Edward. 

As has been the case in most of Walsh's 
recent appearances, not all the hits made 
off him were clean. Of the three, one might 
have been caught by Messenger with a little 
luck and another might have been fielded 
cleanly by Lee Tannehih if he had had a whole 
lot of horseshoes with him. The balls Mes- 
enger failed to grab and Tannie was un- 
able to field were hit hard enough, to be 
sure, but only the single by Elmer Flick in 
the fourth inning was a really clean hit. To 
make up for this, Willis Cole deliberately 
robbed Stovall of a triple when a triple would 
have meant something, and Daredevil Dave 
Altiger took a single or better away from 
the Naps’ new catch, Higgins, whoever he is. 


Walsh’s Hit Wins Game. 


But Walsh himsel fwas the principal at- 
traction. Besides pitching the Naps into 
utter submission, he delivered a single in the 
fifth inning, when two were out and two 
Sox were on basis. The single brought in 
Manager Sully and Billy Purtell with the 
only runs of the game. Aside from this 
timely wallop big Ed drew a two bagger and 
was deprived of another single by a leaping 
one handed catch by Napoleon Lajoie.

ARCTIC ARBITRATION. 

In spite of the fact that the citizens of 
a California town decided, to their own 
satisfaction at least, who really first dis- 
covered the north pole, the question in 
the lay public mind is still unsettled, and 
it will take soniething with more scien- 
tific authority than a town meeting to 
solve it. The world, without waiting for 
proofs from either explorer, has split off 
into rival factions, and the quarrel rages 
with such acrimony that The Hague peace 
tribunal may finally be appealed to. 

French scientists have suggested an in- 
ternational commission for that purpose, 
but they rule out America and England 
as members because of supposed preju- 
dice on the part of those nations, On that 
score Denmark, Germany, and France 
would also be barred from membership, 
for they, too, have taken decided stands 
either for Peary or Cook. The sugges- 
tion of a commission is not a bad one if 
a jury can be secured the members of 
which have not read the newspapers or 
formed an opinion on the subject; but 
how shall the talesmen be assembled, how 
shall the jury be given authority to de- 
cide, and how shall the chimants be made 
to abide by the decision? 

And it is a question, too, whether the 
factions in the world at large would ac- 
quiesce in a decision unfavorable to the 
explorer whose cause they had espoused. 
Many persons have already made a hero 
out of the explorer of their choice. The 
production of undoubted proof of the 
falsity of one claim or the other would 
have an effect, of course, but many per- 
sons, even where science is concerned, 
would prefer to be their own judges and 
jury and to ee their own decision.

TAFT APPOINTMENTS IN ILLINOIS. 

Where policies dear to his heart were 
involved, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
from uo politician or organisation, and 
allowed none to dictate to him. When 
it came to the filling of federal offices he 
yielded too often to the importunities of 
Sehators and representatives. He gave 
positidks to men who were recommended 
simply because they had done or were ex- 
pected to do political work for their spon- 
Bors. 

This was eminently true of Illinois. 
When the position of naval officer was 
created the place was given to that vet- 
eran placeman, Doc Jamieson, not be- 
cause he was qualified, not because the 
merchants of Chicago asked for him, but 
because of a senatorial bargain. Tue 
Inno protested against a transparent 
job, but in vain. Jamieson is still on the 
pay roll, 

Later on, when the disposition to be 
made of other Chicago offices was semi- 
officially announced, Tue Tinu de- 
nounced the program as the work of 
spoilsmen. It called Mr. Roosevelt's at- 
tention to the injustice of a deal which 
put the Chicago custom house in the 
hands of a man who was not a citizen of 
Chicago. It had something to say about 
the selection of Luman T. Hoy of Wood- 
stock as United States marshal. It was 
all to no purpose. . 

President Taft has appointed many II- 
nolsans to office. He has _ consulted 
neither “the machine” nor the “ federal 
crowd,” and he has pleased neither. He 
‘has pleased the people of Chicage and 
IIunois. Franklin MacVeagh, Jacob M. 
Dickinson, Charles D. Norton, Charles N. 
Crane, and Lloyd W. Bowers are the kind 
of IIlinoisans who commend themselves 
to him. Last week, in selecting a census 
supervisor for this city, he took no coun- 
sel with politicians. He appointed Dean 
Hotchkiss, an expert, a college professor. 
That was a daring innovation. Alvin H. 
Sanders has been made a member of the 
tariff board—not on the recommendation 
of Senator Lorimer or Representative 
Boutell. 

There are other federal appointments to 
be made in this state and city. There is 
a judgeship among them. What President 
Taft has done thus far gives reason to 
believe ‘that he will play ‘his own hand, 
selecting men acceptable to the people, 
but perhaps unacceptable to the politi- 
cians.

In most instances of stories of great for- 
tunes held by the crown awaiting the rightful 
heir, the fortune is a myth. With regard 
to that of the late Mrs. Robert Dudley Blake, 
it is a reality. For the property comprises 
Twizel castle, in Northumberland, now rent- 
ed on a long lease by the crown, to some 
members of the Blake family, situated on the 
river Till, and close to the Twisel bridge, | 
mentioned by Sir Walter Scott in Mar- 
mion,” where he describes the march of the 
English “from Flodden Ridge while the 
Scots “ watched them as they crossed the 
Till by Twizel bridge.“ Then there is Hand 
Crogs house, a country place in Sussex, and 
other pieces of real estate in Middlesex and 
Surrey. 

When Mrs. Blake died, without leaving a 
will, the crown took charge of the fortune, 
and after waiting for some time for heirs 
to come forward to prove their claims, in 
response to the brief advertisement for 
Claims to the estate of Helen Blake, de- 
ceased, of No. 4 Har)'s terrace, Kensington,” 
no mention being made of her Irish paren- 
tage, or of her husband's name and military 
rank, the personal property was sold for a 
little more than $600,000. This, with accru- 
ing interest since 1880, as well as the real 
estate, represents the Blake fortune of near 
$4,000,000 
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The property originally was that of Robert 
Dudley Blake a scion of that well known 
Irish house of Blake which has been settled 
in Ireland, and especially in the county of 
Galway, for more than 600 years, and of 
which Lord Waliscourt is the chief repre- 
sentative in the peerage. Robert Blake was 
a leutenant in the army when, while stay- 
ing at Castlebar, he fell in love with the 
niece of the proprietor of Trawley’s hotel. 
Her name was Helen Sheridan, she was 
eighteen years old at the time, and had 
several] sisters. He persuaded her to elopé 
with him, and contemporary records relate 
how the couple were pursued by her father, 
Michel Sheridan, and her uncle, the owner 
of Trawley's hotel, from Castlebar to Bally- 
giass, and from thence to Tuam; but they 
managed to get away to Scotland in safety, 
where they were married. Afterwards young 
Blake sent his wife to a fashionable board- 
ing school in London, where she completed 
her education, and thus qualified herself to 
mingle with wives of the other officers of his 
regiment. 

The marriage was a singularly happy one, 
and when Blake died, in February, 1850, 
with the rank of major general, without 
issue, he bequeathed his entire fortune to 
his widow, to remain at her absolute con- 
trol. 

It is true that a claimant appeared after 
her death, who insisted that he was a son 
of Gen. and Mrs. Blake, basing his pre- 
tensions on an entry in a parish registry at 
Dublin, But examination of the register 
disclosed such manifest signs of its having 
been tampered with, of erasures, of inser- 
tions, etc., that the claim was dropped, pre- 
sumably under the threat of criminal! pro- 
ceedings. The general's will, made immedi- 
ately after his marriage, and to which a 
codicil was added shorthy.before his death, 
makes no mention of any issue of his mar- 
Yiage. 

Of course the fact that Mre. Robert Dudley 
Blake should have remained after her hus- 
band’s death sole mistress of his property, 
may be said to eliminate the members of the 
Blake family from the succession, unless it 
could be proved that her marriage had been 
by some manner of means invalid. 

This, however, is out of the question, since 
Mrs. Blake never would have been tolerated 
among the officers’ wives of her husband's 
regiment, during his military career, which 
landed him into the rank of general, had not | 
her marriage lines been in perfect order. 

Mrs. Blake's heirs therefore must be sought 
among her sisters; that is to say, the daugh- 
ters of Michel Sheridan, and of his wife, who 
prior to her marriage was Mary Jordan. 
None of the sisters, I understand, survives. 
but it is their descendants who now bid fair 
to establish before the English tribunals 
their rights to the property of their aunt or 
grand-aunt, Mrs. Robert Dudley Blake.

I have mentioned Lord Wallscourt as rep- 
resenting the Blake family in the peerage. 
„And yet it is. a question whether Lord Walis- 
court really belongs to the peerage. Indeed, 
he, as well as his father before him, has 
been so uncertain about the matter that 
they never have put forward any claim to 
vote with the other peers of Ireland in the 
election of representative peers to act as 
delegates of their order in the house of lords 
at Westminster. For before being permitted 
to vote they would have had to establish 
their status as peers of Ireland to the satis- 
faction af the committee of privileges of the 
house of lords. Indeed, Lord Wallscourt 
is in a most anomalous position. For, while 
he figures in all the standard peerages 
and official works of reference as Lord 
Waliscourt, served as such as an officer of 
the Coldstream Guards, is received as such 
at court, and exercises magisterial prerog- 
atives under the crown as deputy lieu- 
tenant of the county of Galway, under the 
name oft Lord Waliscourt, yet he has 
not established his position in the roll of 
Irish peers, is therefore not eligible to vote 
in the election of representative peers, or 
to himself become a candidate for election, 
while he is, on account of the presumption 
of his peerage, prevented from voting as a 
commoner. Indeed, he is in the singular 
position of being wholly without franchise. 

This peculiar condition of affairs is due 
to the unique character of the patent by 
which the barony of Wallscourt was created, 
on July 81, 1780. It was bestowed upon 
Joseph Henry Blake, of Ardfry, where is 
ancestors had been established since 1612, 
‘‘with remainder, in default of issue male 
of his body, to the heirs male of the body of 
his father!“ Strictly speaking, the barony 
should have been conferred upon Joseph 
Henry Blake’s father, who still was alive, 
and who was a power in the county of Gal- 
way.

Weston in his recent walk across the coun- 
try averaged, we believe, about thirty-five 
miles a day, which is precisely Peary’s aver- 
age for the last four days of hie journey.
